But ye shall receive power, 
after that the Holy Ghost is 
come upon, you: And ye shall be 
witnesses unto me both in Jeru- 
salem, and in all Judea, and in 
Samaria, and unto the’ utter- 
most parts of the earth. Acts 
1:8. 


This Scripture, if properly in- 
terpreted plainly shows that 
God had a double purpose in 
giving the Son to be crucified, 
resurrected, and glorified. You 
will remember that Jesus told 
His disciples positively, that He 
would be crucified at Jerusalem 
and raised from the dead _ the 
third day. It was hid from them, 
for John says that they did not 
understand it until He arose 
from the dead. They had mixed 
up the prophecies of His first 
and second coming. Dan. 7:9 
says that when he receives his 
Kingdom he will reign forever. 
But the prophecies of His first 
coming describes Him as a man 
of sorrows and acquainted with 
grief. A root out of dry ground 
when no one desired, despised 
and neglected, and as they had 


|dwelt on the grand phophecies 


describing Him as a triumphant 
conqueror subdueing all His 
enemies and crowned King of 
kings and Lord of lords, reign- 
ing forever. Hence, they did not 
discriminate between his first 
and second coming.

Perhaps that was what 
Judas thought when he con- 
sented to lead that murderous 
Roman mob to Him in Geth- 
semane. He probably thought 
that they would make a failure 
as he had seen him time and 
again vanish out of their hands. 
He had seen Him vanish right 
thru the walls of the temple, 
and it is plausible that he 
thought this would be the case 
now and after he had_ eluded 
and escaped their hands, he 
would repent and everything 
would be all right, but my 
friends, you cannot flirt with 
God. But “Oh after he saw Him 
actually arrested and born away 
with clubs and staves to ‘be 
crucified, it was too much for 
him, and so he cries out my 
conscience is killing me. I will 
just end it all, and he hanged 
himself, and as all the other 
disciples saw Him in the hands 
of His enemies, of course they 
too, lost confidence in His 
Christship, yet they did believe 
that He was a mighty man of 
God, they still believed Him the 
greatest prophet that had ever 
walked the earth. This they did 
not doubt, but they gave up the 
idea that He was Christ. Just a 
little while before this they said 
they were ready to go all the 
way with Him, yea ready to die 
with Him. Peter was ready to 
fight, to kill. I see John break to 





run for his life, hotly pursued 
by a Roman cut-throat and as 
they run his enemy overtakes 
him and catches him and as 
John throws off his linen gar- 
ment and leaves it in the hands 
of the enemy, he flies on to the 
house of Rabbi Ammus and 
secures a Robe of a Jewish 
Priest and comes back and joins 
them in disguise and Caiphas 
was the only one who _ recog- 
nized him and so as he was 
closely related to John he keeps 
the secret for him and John 
follows him to the tribunal of 
Annas, thence to that of 
Caiphas, thence to the Judg- 
ment hall, accompanying Him 
to Pilate Tribunal, and _ then 
away to Herod’s Judgment seat, 
back to Pilate and up Calvary 
and stood by His side while 
they nailed Him to the Cross. 
Thinking perhaps all this time 
that He would resume His 
power He had witnessed these 
three years while with Him. No 
doubt he thought He would 
come down from the Cross and 
be crowned King of kings and. 
Lord of lords, until he saw the 
Soldier Phillipus plunge the 
spear into His side and tear His 
heart to pieces, then the last 
ray of hope fled from him and 
fainting, he fell to the ground. 
“O my God how can men 
trample this blood under their 
feet? I say how can Christian 
professors ridicule this blood, 
and hoot at the blood Atone- 
ment?”

Marius 
stops and says “Oh Gate-keep- 
er, we were appointed to guard 
the Tomb of that Jewish proph- 
et and O-O0-Oh I tell you I was 
walking on guard this morning 
looking up at the stars and I 
saw an Arch - Angel come 
sweeping down from Heav- 
en and touched the stone 
with his finger and it rolled 
away from the Tomb and 
I saw that Jewish Prophet get 
up and walk out and as He 
walked out, the wind brushed 
aside his garment and I saw 
the hole in his side ‘O-O-H’ let 
me go.” The women of course 
were electrified by this and 
looking in they saw an Arch- 
Angel sitting there with his face 
all radiant with unearthly 
splendor, saying, “He is not 
here, he is risen.”

Radiamus meets Salome and 
brawls out, “what in the world 
is wrong?” and Mary finally 
tells them “Oh come, do come, 
our Lord is risen, Oh come 
quickly and see where he lay.” 
They all ran with breakneck 
speed to the Sepulcher, and the 
women look in and this time 
there are two Arch-Angels, one 
at the head and one at the foot, 
and they say “Weep not daugh- 
ters of Jerusalem, he is risen, 
and as John is about twenty 
years younger than Peter, he 
gets there first, and looks in 
and shouts “Oh he is risen in- 
deed? Peter comes up and rush- 
es on in and picking up the 
grave clothes he exclaims “It’s 
settled folks, He is risen!” They 
return to their room to ponder 
over the matter, and two of 
them goes down to Emmaus, 
and on the way He joins them 
but He was hid from them until 
they invited Him in to dine with 
them and Cleophas looks across 
the table and says, “brother, 
will you offer thanks?” and as 
He breaks bread and gave 
thanks, He reveals Himself to 
them. Oh what a surprise, yes 
what a joyful surprise for them. 
They ran like race horses back 
up that rocky road to Jerusa- 
lem, a distance of about seven 
miles, and they are all discuss- 
ing the situation. Luke and 
Cleophas comes in and says,

text: “But ye shall receive 
power, after that the Holy 
Ghost is come upon you.” They 
go gladly to that memoriable 


upper room and there they con-

ING AND THE REQUIREMENTS OF 
GOD WITH REGARD TO SAME 





The Scripture which we will 
use as the basis for this mes- 
sage you will find in Rev. 3:7,- 
8, 11. 

In the seventh verse we find 
“He that 6peneth and no man 
shutteth,” in the eighth, “Be- 
hold I set before you an open 
door,” then in the eleventh, 
“Hold fast that thou hath, that 
no man take thy crown.” 


At the outset let us under- 
stand that the meaning of the 
word, Philadelphia as taken 
from the “Greek,” is “brotherly 
love.” Then we should grasp the 
great fact that as an Evangeli- 
cal body of people, living in 
these last days, we must in ord- 
er to rightly claim that title, 
shine forth with the effulgence 
which is heaven-born and can 
alone come through the carry- 
ing out of His command to “Go 
into all the wor]d,” the obedi- 
ence to which brings us into 
possession of that spirit of 
brotherly love which the Mas- 
ter inculcated in His disciples 
and which spirit when not in 
evidence in us shows clearly a 
declension, which, if not over- 
come by the retracing of our 
steps, cause us to be _ precipi- 
tated into what Jesus calls the 
lukewarm or Laodicean condi- 
tion. We understand, of course, 
that there are two, and only 
two, definite and distinct bodies 
of the Spiritual Church in these 
days as designated by the Lord 
Himself. When we say spiritual 
bodies, it is understood to mean, 
that body of people wedged in 
between fundamentalism on the 
one hand and modernism on the 
other.

to hear the Lord say, I know 
you not as saved people, as a 
virgin in the Word typifies pur- 
ity, but most assuredly, “I know 
you not” as in that bridal com- 
pany who musSst be ready at the 
sounding of the second or last 
trumpet, Which after the - first 
trumpet awakens, the. dead in 
Christ will be the signal for the 
putting off of the old house, by 
the turning on that Divine 
power upon the bodies of those 
whose lives have measured up 
to the required standard which 
will undergo that change which 
transforms from mortality to

into the presence of the Lord 
of Glory, Hallelujah. 

Thrée distinct phases of the

door and an effectual, as at 
pressed through Paul in his let- 
ter to the Church at Corinth, 
first epistle chapter sixteen, 
verse nine. 

Thirdly: When we have with- 
in our grasp such a marvelous 
opportunity and stupendous 
task, must hold fast our privi- 
lege, that no man take our 
crown. Therefore, in undertak- 
ing this work in the French Su- 
dan we do so with the clear 
knowledge that the risen Lord 
is the one who has opened the 
door, yet with a deep settled 
conviction that our success de- 
pends upon the ardent co-oper- 
ation of the human instruments 
in the homeland without which 
the carrying out of His  pro- 
gramme is under a great and 
possibly irreparable handicap 
as the Word shows us that 
every commission of God has 
been carried out through hu- 
man agency or channels. Your 
assistance both from _ stand- 
point of finances and of prayer, 
not only at present but contin- 
ously, is most essential, contin- 
ous, let it be made emphatic, as 
if we experience what other 
missionaries have, it will be out 
of mind, when once we have 
passed from their midst. Inas- 
much as there is no failure in 
Him, let there be none in either 
the Homeland or on the Mission 
Field. 

The open door to us has 
many adversaries, the native 
superstition of centuries 
growth, vice, crude, and open 
from which by much prayer the 
children must be shielded as far 
as possible, for the reason that 
immortality is practiced in front 
of them if the greatest care is 
not exercised. Then the Roman 
Church is the most potent fac- 
tor we will be required to come 
into contact with, together with 
Paganism, Mohammedanism, 
all of which coupled with the 
problem of translating lan- 
guages, writing Gospels etc. will 
command the fullest possible 
consecration of our every fac- 
ulty to His service. We say then 
“Brethren pray for us.” 


Our attitude towards this 
open door will determine very 
largely our ability to fathom the 
depths of His Infinite plan, the 
fathoming or discerning of 
which, brings a greater weight 
of responsibility upon us. The 
acceptance of this brings with 
it the need of deeper consecra- 
tion of time, talent and money, 
the reward for such being, 
“Kept from that hour of trial,” 
and to share in the harvest of 
souls from the North African 
harvest field or vineyard. Halle- 
lujah. The rejection of the re- 
sponsibility does not however, 
relieve us of same, but does 
render us incapable of under- 
standing or entering into | His 
most blessed plan for us, result- 
ing in our being considered by 
Him as of the Laodicean or 
lukewarm type. 

Let us therefore go down up- 
on our knees and remain there 
with the heart burdened pray- 
er, “What wilt thou. have me 
do,” is answered, then do what- 
soever he telleth thee. Some 
may say, how do: I know for 


certain that it was the Lord who|- 


answered? My answer is, none 
will ever lose by investing in the 
security of reaching souls for 
God, but will rather find it to be 


the best dividénd paying invest- : 


ment known to earth or Heav- 
en. May God grant to us all. the 
clarification of our vision that 


we may behold the Field, now}; 


white ready for harvest, Amen.
